Preparations for the inauguration 
of 


Gov. Greenhalge, which occurs at noon 
one w.eek from today, are going on apace. 
Priv. Sec. Harry Thomas is back from 
Washington all ready to step into Charles 
Warren's shoes; the new colonels are try- 
.ug on their uniforms and spending several 
hours a day before their mirrors aiid Exec- 
utive Clerk Hatnlin is busy sending out the 
nvitations to the ceremonies.

those which go to Mr. Greenhalge's per- 
sonal iriends, there are over 250 addressed 
to an official list of dignitaries including 
the heads of departments, presidents of 
colleges, New England governors, con- 
gressmen, and mayors of the cities, etc.

inquest on the death of Mrs. AValburg 
Vleyer, at Yarmouth. was finished yeatur- 
lay afternoon, and H^'ie verdiot rendered 
fras in substance at, follows: 


That Augustus Martis Prawda of. Cum- 


•orlaucl did feloniously, willfully, and 
with malice aforethought make an. assault 
fvith a certain gun, loaded with guii- 


and leaden ball, which said gun 


Prawdu,, 
with 
hoth 
hands, 
held 


and aimed at Mrs. Wai burg Meyor, 
md 
clisehaj-Kod 
said 
gun, 
strik- 


ing, penetrating 
and 
wounding her 


with said leaden ball on the neck and 
lace, giving her a mortal wound, from 
which she languished from Nov. 28 to 
Dec. 17, 1893, and then died. 
The jury 


find that Prawda, by the manner and 
moans aforesaid, killed and murdered 
Mrs. Meyer. Prawda Avrestod. 


Immediately after the .-jury hacl ren- 


dered its verdict, Deputy Sheriff Bnck- 
iiara proceeded to the Grand Trunk rail- 
way, on which Prawda was employed as 
a section hand and arrested him. 


Prawda was not surprised, as he has 


mown for sqme. time that ho was sus- 
pected of the crime. lie was brought to 
Portland jail, and will be arraigned before 
fudge Gould. 
His counsel is George H. 


Allan of Portland. 


Review of tTie Crime. 


The crime for which Prawda is under 


arrest occurred on the evening of Nov. 28 
last. Mrs. Meyer lived in a lonely house, 
near the 
Cumberland lino, with her 


daughter, Mrs. Prawda, and her son-in- 
law, Augustus Martis Prawda. She was 
sitting near her chamber window, when a 
_un was discharged outside, and a bullet 
struck her in the cheek and jaw, inflict- 
ing a wound from which the old lady (lied 
Dec. 17. 


At the time of the shooting Prawda 


was outside of the house, claiming that 
lie went for a pall of water. He came in a 
moment after the shooting and asked his 
wife what the expl onion wns. Just then 
the old lady was heard moaning up stairs, 
and both rushed up stairs. Prawda imme- 
diately went for a doctox-. 


A Will In the Case. 


Tho motive which Piwvda is supposed 


to have had is this: JVlr?. Meyer's will 
leaves her property, amounting to about 
SSOOO, to her three daughters, one of whom 
is Prawda's wife, to btt divided equally. 
Prawda was in need of money, and is be- 
lieved to have shot his mother-in-law so 
that he inifcht get his wife's share of the 
property at once. 


Prawda talks freely since his arrest. 


He says he is not guilty, • and had nothing 
to do with the murder. He came from 
Germany to this country in 18S6 and is 
about 40 years of age.

Prawda was not surprised, as he has 


known for some time that he was sus- 
Jectedofthe crime. He was brought to 
Portland jail, aud will be arraigned before 
Tudge Gould.

Allan of Portland. 


Jteview of the Crjnic. 


The crime for which Prawdn, is under 


arrest occurred on the eveuirig of Nov. 28 
last. Mrs. Meyer lived in a lonely house, 
near the 
Cumberland line, with, her 


daughter, Mrs. Prawda, and lier aon-in- 
.aw, Augustus Martis Prawda. She was 
sitting near her chamber window, when a 
gun was discharged outside, and a bullet 
struck her in the cheek and jaw, inflict- 
ing a wound from, which, the old lady died 
Dec. 17. 


At the time of the shooting Prawda 


was outside of the house, churning- that 
Lie went for a pail of water. He came in a 
moment after the shooting and asked his 
wife what the explosion was. Just then 
the old lady was heard moaning up stairs, 
and both rushed up stairs. Prawda imme- 
diately went for a doctor. 


A Will In tlie Case. 


The motive which Prawda is supposed 


to have had is this: Mrs. Meyer's will 
leaves her property, amounting to about 
£2000, to her three daughters, one of whom 
is Prawda's vrife, to be 
1 divided equally. 


Prawda was in need of money, and is be- 
lieved to have shot his mother-in-lnw 90 
that he might get his wife's share of the 
property at once. 


Prawda talks freely since bis arrest. 


He says he is not guilty, • aud had nothing 
to do with the murder. He came from 
Germany to this country in 18SS and is 
about 40 years of age.

JJecornto It. 


' Palms and other potted plants are usual- 
ly used in the Christmas decoration of the 
church, but a much iiner effect can be se- 
cured by grouping these atpoints avray from 
the altar and decorating that with vines or 
evergreens. If holly is procurable, it can 
be massed about tho altar and arranged 
along the chancel rail in a carelessly ar- 
tistic way and be made much more effect- 
ive than any potted plants, ns the latter 
always have a more or less formal air about 
them, in spite of all efforts to avoid it. If 
you have tall palms, place them in the back- 
ground. 


If evergreens and flowering plants are 


used, do not combine them, but keep the 
flowers to one side. Tho two do not har- 
monize. One "kills" the other, to make 
use of the term which artists use to express 
inharmonious combinations of colors. In 
this case it is not so much a clash of color 
as it, is of individuality. ]lorl berries and 
leaves require nothing in the shape of flow- 
ers to brine; out their beauty, but show to 
the best advantage hy themselves, or when 
used with uverjireenR. In wieathina; the 
chancel rails, fasten tho sprays to a rope or 
cord with fine v. ire or sLnug, and do not 
attempt any regularity in &Mti or shape of 
festoons \rbeu you put the wreathing in 
place. Aim to produce an unstudied, effect, 


A charming effect 
is. produced by sprin- 


kling the loaves of evergieun with mucil- 
nge and sifting powdered mica over them. 
This will glisten in the evening like frost. 
If the .supply of holly berries is limited, 
crystallized grosses can be wcaked in effec- 
tively. There- are varieties of shrubs grow- 
ing in swampy places which bear .scarlet 
fruit which makes n very haLjsfactory sub- 
stitute for tho holly. Throw vines over the 
altar, letting the ends of the branches trail 
on the floor tit sides and front.

ered in the swamp and use grasses among 


m it you choose. Home of the berries 


can ho dipped in mucilage and dusted with

heighten the effect of each other. The rich 
Teen of the ivy will throw out the colors 
mo.st effectively. 


Tho long branches are easy to arrange

;he, altar, and they seem to almost arrange 
themselves. A pure white cross can be 
placed ou the altar, with sprays of ivy 
.viudiug about it and trailing over its arms, 
[f thought preferable, a cross or stnr made 
entirely of berries, either in their natural 
color or irosted, can be placed in front of 
the altar, agiuuhb ;i background of ivy or 
evergreens. In this case I would not use 
clusters of berries at other points of the 
altar decoration, but confine the effect to 
the designs into which they are worked.—

A Clergyman Tollp, How Lo Handsomely 


JJccor.'ite It. 


• Palms ancl other potted plants are usual- 


ly used in the Christmas decoration of the 
church, but a much finer effect can he se- 
en red by grouping these at points away from 
the aH.:xr and decorating that with vines or 
evergreens. If holly is procurable, it can 
be mas.scd about the altar and arranged 
along the chimcel rail in n carelessly ar- 
tistic way and bo made much more effect- 
ive than auy potted plants, as the latter 
nl'vnys have a more or leas formal air about 
them, in spite of all efforts to avoid it. If 
you h five tail palms, plnce them in the back- 
ground. 


If evergreens and flowering plnnta are 


used, do nob combine them, but keep the 
flowers to one side. The two do not har- 
monize. One "kills" the other, to make 
use of the term which artists use to express 
inhiirmouious combinations of colors. In 
this case it is not PO 7Tiuch a clash of color 
as it is of imlividunlity. I'ed berries and 
ler.vt's re-quire nothing in the shape of flow- 
ers to bring out their beauty, but show to 
the best advantage by themselves, or when 
used with evergreens. In wreathing the- 
cbaucel rails, fasten tije. sprays to n rope or 
cord with line \virc or string, and do not 
attempt any I'egulnriby in size or shape of 
festoons when you put tlie wreathing in 
place. Aim to produce an unstudied effect. 


A charming effect is produced by sprin- 


kling the leaves of evergreen with mucil- 
age aud sifting powdered mica over them. 
This will glisten in the evening like frost. 
If the supply of holly berries is limited, 
crystallized grasses can be worked, in effec- 
tively. There arc varieties of shrubs grow- 
ing in swampy places which bear scarlet 
fruit which makes ji very satisfactory sub- 
stitute for the holly. Throw vines over the 
altar, letting the ends of the branches trail 
on the floor at sides and front. 


Among the dark green foliage—which 


should be w:i-hccl befureiisint,', to bring out 
its glossy beauty—fasten the berries gath- 
ered iu the swamp and use grasses umonn; 
them if you choose. 
Home of: the berries 


can be dipped in mucilage and dusted with 
miea aud combined vrith the scarlet clus- 
ters. The frosty white and glowing scarlet 
harmonize well and contrast strongly aud 
heighten the effect of each other. The rich 
green of the ivy will throw out the colors 
most effectively. 


The long branches are easy to arrange 


latisfactorily. 
Simply throw them over 


the nltar, and they seem to almost arrange 
themselves. A pure white cross can be 
placed on the altar, with sprays of ivy 
winding about it and trailing over its arms. 
If thought preferable, a cross or star made 
entirely of berrjes, either in their natural 
color or frosted, can be placed in front of 
the nltar, ;i£uiu,st a background of ivy or 
evergreens. Iu this case I would not use 
clusters of berries at other points of the 
uUav decoratiuu, but confine the effect to 
the designs into which they are worked.— 
Rev. I). E. C.

The report that a man, suffering from 


small pox had run away from his homo ou 
Kinsman street, last night, created quite a 
stirabout town thh morning, as might 
naturally bo expected. 


To have pat louts suft'orins; from the 


disease but con lined in Isolated house-, was 
bad enough; but to think of a man attlicted 
with Hie much dreaded sickness, at large 
in the community makes one shudder. 


It aeems that (he board ot health was 


notified last cveningof a new rase of small 
pox upon Kinsman street by Oliicor Pro- 
veneher. Tho board iuvcstigittud imme- 
diately, but could lind no trace of the dis- 
ease. 
This gave rise to the rumor that 


tho man had escaped from t.he house and 
was already at large. Many people be- 
lieved it, and to a !Su.v man this morniii™ 
a man said he had it on the best, of author 
ily that a man having the small pox did 
run.away from his homo last evening when 
lie beard that the boaidof. health had been 
notified. 


Agent ICnapp of the board of health 
spoke as follows to a SUN reporter: "Last 
night wo received word from the police 
station that a new case of small pox had 
been discovered up on Kinsman street. 
The report seemed to bo well authen- 
ticated. 
We went up there and searched 


all around but could find no one there suf- 
fering with the disease. This probably 
jjavo origin to tho rumor that has been cir- 
culated. 


"No now cases have been reported and 


advices received from the pest house state 
that the patients there are on the road to 
recovery. 
Vaccination will be continued 


and any person desiring to bo vaccinated

hibitiug plans of the paymaster's office. 


Paymaster W. W. Jbherman tesitfied that 


If ulcuins bad entered the employ of the 
company as a messenger and had worked 
his way up to his present position.

order in a box a/id in a convening form to 
be paid to tho men.

took a bundle of envelopes from tha box, 
and placed It on a bench. 


The witness was asked to state his im- 


pression of Hutehin's action but the an- 
swer was not allowed Mr, Burke object- 
ing.

Prawtla- Arrested. 


Immediately after the jury had ren- 


dered its verdict, Deputv Sheriff Buck- 
iiam proceeded to the Grand Trunk rail- 
way, 011 which Pruwda was employed as 
a suction luuid and arrcsU'd him. 


Prawcla was not surprised, as ho has 


known for some time that he was sus- 
pected ot tile crtm«. He was brought to 
Portland jail, and will be arraigned before 
Judge Gould. 
His counsel is George H. 
Allan of Portland. 


Koviow ol' thp Crime. 


The crime for which Priiwda is under 


arrest occurred on the evening of Nov. 28 
last. Mrs. Mayer lived in a lonely house, 
near the Cumberland line, with her 
daughter, Mr5!. Prawda, and b.er son-in- 
law, Augustus Marfris Prnwdra. She was 
sitting near her chamber window, when a 
gun was discharged outside, and a bullet 
struck her in tho cheat and jaw, inflict- 
ing a wound from which, the old lady died 
Dec. 17. 


At the time of tlie shooting Prawda 


was outside of the house, claiming that 
lie want for a pail of water. He came in a 
moment after the shooting and asked his 
wife what the explosion was. Just then 
the old lady was heard moaning up stairs, 
and both rushed up stairs. ^Prawda imme- 
diately went for a doctoi-. 


A Will In tho-Case. 


Tue motive which Prawda w supposed 


to have had is this: Mrs. Meyer's will 
leaves her property, amounting to about 
$2000, to her three daughters, one of whom 
is Prawiia's wife, to be divided equally. 
Prawda was in need of money, and is be- 
lieved to have shot his mother-in-law so 
that he might get his wife's share oil the 
property at once. 


Prawda talks freely since his arrest. 


He says h.e is not guilty, and had nothing 
to do with, tbe murder. He came from 
Germany to this country in 1886 and ia 
about 40 years of age. 


Ijoolcs Gloomy In England. 


LONDON, Dec. 38.—The Pall Mall Ga- 


zette publishes a review of the trade of tha 
year, saying; Trade during 1893 was worse 
even than in 1893. A general gloom now 
hangs over the counti-y's industries. The 
imports for 11 months declined 17,500,000 
pounds sterling as compared with J893, 
and exports declined 6,500,000poiind« ster- 
ling.

Palms and other potted plants are u.sual- 


ly used in the Christmas decoration of the 
church, but n irrach finer effect can be se- 
cured by grouping these at points away from 
the allar and decorating that with vines or 
evt'ixrocriH. If holly is procurable, ib can 
be massed ahoxit the altar and arranged 
along the chancel rail in a carelessly ar- 
tistic way and be made much more effect- 
ive than any potted plants, as the latter 
always hare a more or less formal air about 
them, in spite of all efforts to avoid it.

you have tall palms, place them in the back- 
ground. 


If evergreens nricl flowering plants are 


used, do not combine them, but keep the 
flowers to one side. The two do not har- 
monize. One "kills" the other, to make 
iise of the term which arti&ts u&e to express 
inhaimonions combinations of colors. In 
this case it is not .so much a clash of color 
as it is of individuality, lied berries and 
leaves require nothing in the shape of flow- 
ers to brine; out their beauty, but show to 
the best advantage by themselves, or when 
used with evei'jireuus.

A Clei-gyrniui Tells How to Hundgomcly 


HJecornto It. 


Pnlms anil other potted plants are usual- 


ly used in the Christmas decoration of the 
church, but a much finer effect can be se- 
cured by grouping these at pointy away from 
the altar and decorating that with vines or 
evergreunn. Jf holly is procurable, it can 
be massed about the altar ,-md arranged 
alnog the chancel rail in a carelessly ar- 
tiHtic way and bo made much more effect- 
ive than any potted plants, as the latter 
always have a. more-or less formal air about 
them, in spite of all efforts to avoid it. If 
you have tall palms, place them In the back- 
ground. 


If evergreens and flowering plants are 


used, do not combine them, but keep the 
flowers to one side. The two do not har- 
monize. One "kills" the other, to make 
use of the term which artists use to express 
inharmonious combinations of colors. In 
this rase it is not. so much a clash of color 
as it is of individuality. R.ed berries ;uid 
leaves require nothing in the shape of flow- 
ers to bring out tlit-ir be.-iuty, but show to 
the best advantage by themselves, or when 
used with evergreens. In wreathing the 
chancel r.'iily, fasten tbe sprays to a rope or 
coird with fine wire or r-.triug, and do not 
attempt any regularity iu ai/o or shape of 
festoons when you put the wreathing in 
place. Aim to produce an unstudied effect, 


A charming effect is produced by sprin- 


kling the leaves of evcrgrocn with mucil- 
age and sifting powdered mica over them. 
This will glisten in the evening like frost. 
If the supply oC holly Iwrries is limited, 
crystallized grasses enu he worked in effec- 
tively. There are varieties oi shrubs grow- 
ing in swampy places which hear scarlet 
fruit which makes a very .satisfactory sub- 
stitute for the holly. Throw vines over the 
altar, letting the ends of the branches trail 
on the floor ut sides and front. 


Among the dark green foliage—which 


should be washed before rising, to bring out 
its glossy beauty—fasten the berries gath- 
ered in the swamp and use grasses among 
them if you choose. Some of the berries 
can be dipped in mucilage and dusted with 
mica find combined with the scarlet clus- 
ters. The frosty -white aud glowing scarlet 
harmonize well ami contrast, strongly and 
heighten ihc effect of each other. The rich 
green of the ivy -will throw out the colors 
most effectively. 


The long branches arc easy to arrange 


satisfactorily. 
Simply throw them over 


the altar, and they seem to almost arrange 
themselves. A pure white cross can oe 
placed on the slt.ir, with sprays of ivy 
winding about it and trailing over its arms. 
If thought preferable, a cross or stnr made 
entirely oi berries, cither in their natural 
color or frosted, can be placed in front of 
tho altar, againfit a background of ivy or 
evergreens. In this case I would not use 
clusters of berries (it other points of the 
altar decoration, but confine the effect to 
the designs into which they ara worked.— 
Iluv. D. E. C.

Captuln Andrews' St«ry. 


"I wns halted by Poixoto's soldiers and 


held captive that night, Init managed 
early tho next morning to got to a hotel. 
Two days Inter'T started back for my ves- 
sel, and on reaching there I was informed 
by my consigned that owing to tho revo- 
lution it would bo impossible to load my 
vessel, and it Wovild be necessary for ma 
to return to Rio'and cancel the charter. 


"I started for Bio in my ship's small 


boat, beyig careful to'have the merchant 
flag in the stern so that T might bo dis- 
tinguished from the insurgent or Bra- 
zilian boats. 
This was necessary, as 


Mello's forces had captured tho steam- 
boats, which wero thu only means of 
trnnspnrtaHoia'betWceu the two points. 


I took with me an interpreter, ft Portu- 


guese Bailor, and two 
colored sailors, 


Edward Ta.yker and Edward "Washing ton. 
A fresh breezo wti|3 blowing nnd ill six 
hours wo wero within hailing distance of 
a small settlement the name of which I 
cannot remember, but as we approached 
it I saw hundreds of soldiers running 
toward the beach, all centering at tha 
point whore I had to pass. 


Compelled fco Stop. 


"I hoisted the American flag, bxitthoy 


shouted in Spanish what my interpreter 
said was: 'Ii you don't stop, we will shoot 
you.' The wind was blowing hard and 
we had to turn, the boat in a peculiar way 
'to prevent jibing her. The soldiers 
thought we wero trying to get away, so 
they took aim at us and fired ^pveral 
shota. 1 then haxlled the boat around and 
drove her upoa the beach among them 
oncl they sprang into tho water ffiftei'us 
and platted us "Under arrest. 


"Then they hauled down the American 


flag and placed us in a barrack for several 
hours. I was then taken io Rio Janeiro, 
while my men were held at Santa Cruz. 
After reaching there I was taken before 
the chief of police, who recommitted me 
to prison, without any food whatever, I 
protested against such treatment, and 
begged for something to cat, and finally 
was sent out in charge of a detective to 
procure food. When I got the detective 
clear of the prison I knew I was as good a 
man as he was, neither of u& being armed, 
and I forced him. to permit me to aee the 
American consul. 


Consul To-wno's Action. 


""We reached Mr. Towno's office, and 


when I explained to Mm the unjust man- 
ner in which myself and men, who ^Vere 
still imprisoned at Santa Cruz, had been 
treated, he accompanied ino back to the 
chi^f of police, and after some argument 
I was released. 


"I made a long report tp the consul 


about the pulling down of the American 
flag from my boat, but he paid no atten- 
tion to it." 


Captain Andrews says Towneisnofcftt 


to represent the United States in Brazil, 
"lie is 110American," hays the skipper. 
While visiting his brother at Rio, Captain 
Andrews sn3rs several stray shots during 
the time ol the bombardment went di- 
rectly through the walls of the house and 
demolished some of the Jurnituro.

Captain Andrews' Story.

Two days later I started back for my ves- 
sel, 
and on reaching there I was informed 


by my consigned that owing to the revo- 
lution it would be impossible to load my 
vessel, a.nd it would be necessary for ma 
to return to Bio'arid cancel the charter. 


'I started for Rio in ray ship's small 


boat; being careful to have tho merchant 
flag in the starn KO that I might be dis- 
tinguished from the insurgent cr Bra- 
zilian boats. 
This was necessary, as 


Mcllo's forces had captured the steam- 
boats, which were the only means of 
transportutton-betwecn tho two points. 
I took with me an interpreter, A Portu- 


gue?a Bailor, and two 
colored sailors, 


Edward Taskcr and Ed ward Washington. 
A fresh breeze was blowing and in six 
hours we "were within hailing distance of 
a small settlement the namo of which I 
cannot remember, but as we approached 
it I saw hundreds of soldiers running 
toward the beach, all centering at the. 
point where I hud to pass. 


Compelled to Stop. 


"I hoisted the American flag-, but they 


shouted in Spanish what my interpreter 
Baid ivas: 'If you don't stop, Trewillshoot 
you.' The wind was blowing hard and 
we had to turn the boat in a peculiar way 
to prevent 
jibing her. The 
soldiers 


thought we were trying to get away, so 
they took aim at us nnd fired several 
shots. I then hauled the boat around and 
drove her upon tha beach among them 
aud they sprang into the water ttfterus 
and placed U3 under arrest. 


"Then they hauled down the American 


nag and placed us in a barrack for several 
hours. I was then taken to Rio Janeiro, 
while my men were held at Santa Cruz. 
After reaching there I was taken before 
the chief of police, who recommitted me 
to prison, without any food whatever, I 
protested against such treatment, and 
begged for something to eat, and finally- 
was sent out in charge of a detective to 
procure food. When I got the detective 
clear of the prison I knew I was as good a 
man as he was, neither of us being armed, 
and I forced him to permit me to aee tha 
American consul. 


Consul Towno's Action, 


"We reached IMr, Towne's office, and 


when I explained to him the unjust man- 
ner in. which myself and men, who Tvere 
still imprisoned at Santa Cruz, had been 
treated, he accompanied me back to the 
chief of police, and after some argument 
I was released. 


"I made a long reports to the consul 


about the pulling down of the American 
flag from my boat, but he paid no atten- 
tion to it." 


Captain Andrews says Towne ifl'not: flt 


to represent the United States in Brazil, 
"He is no American," snys the skipper. 
While visiting his brother at Rio, Captain 
Andrews say.'s several stray shots during 
the time of the bombardment went di- 
rectly through the walls, of the house and 
demolished some of the furniture.

voucher. The board investigated imme- 
diately, but could find no trace of tho dis- 
ease. This gave rise to the rumor that 
the man had escaped from the house and 
was already at larye. 
Many people be- 


lieved it, aud to a SUN man this morning 
a man said ho had it on the best of author- 
ity that a man having the small pox did 
run away from his borne last evening when 
he heard that the board of health had been 
notified. 


Ayeut Kuapp of the board of health 


spoke as follows to a St'N reporter: "Iiasl 
night wo received word from the police 
.station that a new cabo of small pox had 
been discovered up ou Kinsman street. 
The report, scorned to bo well 
Huthcn- 


tieated. 
We weut up there and searched 


all around but could iiud no one there suf- 
fering with tho disease. 
This probably 


gave origin to the rumor that has been cir- 
culated. 


"No new cases have been reported and

Just then 
the old lady was heard moaning up stairs, 
and both rushed up stairs. Prawda imme- 
diately vent for a doctor.

ly used in the Christmas decomtionof tbo 
church, but n much finer effect can be se- 
cured by groit pi n'.j these at points a way from 
the .'ilt:ir and decorating that with vines or 
evergreens. If holly is procurable, il can 
be "masked about the altar and arranged 
along the chancel rail in a cai-elessdy ar- 
tistic way and be made much move effect- 
ive than any potted plants, ,ia the latter 
al waj .s have a more or less fortuai air about 
them, in spite ot nil efforts to avoid it. If 
you have, tall palms, place them in the back- 
ground. 


1C evergreens nutl flowering plants are 


used, do not cornbiue them, but keep the 
flowers to one .side. The two do not bai-- 
monixe. One "kills" the other, to mnke 
u.se of the torm which artists use to express 
inharmonious combinations oi' coloi.s. la 
this ca^e it is not so much a clush of color 
as it i-, of individuality. .Red berries and 
leaves rtqim-o nuthingiu. tbcshape of flow- 
ers to brine; out their huauty, but &how to 
the be-l advantage by theiiisehes, or when 
used with evergreens. Ju wiunthinsj tho 
chancel rails, fasten the sprays, to a rope or 
cord with fine wire or .string, and do not 
at tempt pny regularity in size or shape of 
festoons when you put tho v, leatbing in 
place. Aim to produce an unstudied effect.

Jf the supply of holly berries is limited, 
cry.stnlli/.ed grasses can he worked in eflcc- 
tively. There aie varieties ol shrubs grow- 
in;.: in swampy places which bear scarlet 
fruit which makes a very satisfactory sub- 
soirate for the holly. Throw vines over the 
altar, letting the ends of the branches trail 
ou the floor (it sides and front. 


monn the duik green foliage—which 


should bo washed before using, to bring out 
its glossy beauty—fasten the berries gatb- 
oiul in the swamp and use grasses among 
:heru if you choose. Some of the berries' 
can be dipped in mucilage and dusted with 


cii and combined with the scailpt clus- 


ters. The frosty white and glowing scarlet 
inrnionii'.e we! land contrast strongly and 
Heighten, thu efteetof each other. The rich 
green ot the ivy will throw out the colors 
:no-,t effectively.

lution it would bo impossible to loat my 
vessel, and it would be necessary ior me 
to return to Eio nnd cancel the charter. 


"I started for Rio in my ship's small 


boat, bojnft care Ail to have tho merchant 
•flag in the hfeorn so that I might bo dis- 
tinguished from the insui'Rent or Bra- 
zilian boats. 
This v,us necessary, as 


Hello's forces had captured the steam- 
boats, which were the only means of 
transportation between the' two points. 


I took with me an interpreter, a Portu- 


guese sailor, aud two 
colored sailors, 


Edward Ta&kor and Edward Washington. 
A fresh breeze was blowing and in six 
hours we were within bailing distance of 
a small settlement the name of which I 
cannot remember, but as we approached 
it 1 saw hundreds of soldiers running 
toward tbo beach, nil centering at the 
point where I bad to pass. 


Compelled to Sfop, 


"I hoisted the American flag, but they 


shouted in Spanish v\lutt my interpreter 
said was: 'if you don't -.top, wo will shoot 
you.' The wind was blowing bard and 
we bad to turn tho boat iu a peculiar way 
to prevent 
jibing her. Tbu soldiers 


thought we wero trying to get away, so 
they took aim at us and fired several 
shots. 1 then hauled tho boat around and 
drove her upon tho beach among them 
and they sprung into tho water after us 
and placed us under arrest. 


''Then they hauled down Iho American 


flag aud placed us in a barrack for several 
hours. 1 was then taken to Kio Janeiro, 
v\ bile my men were held at Santa Cruz. 
Alter reaching there I was taken before 
tbe chief ot police, v\ bo recommitted mo 
to prison, without any food whatever. 1 
protested against snch treatment, and 
bogged for something to oat, and dually 
was sent out in charge ot a detective to 
procure food. When I got tbe detective 
clear ot the pi'isoii f knew f was as good a 
man as bo was, neither ot us being armed, 
and I forced him to permit me to Bee tbo 
American con.su 1.

A hearing will be given today at the 


Superior court in Cambridge before Judge 
Duubar on a. petition of the City of Low- 
ell for the appointment of a commission to 
abolish certain grade crossings in this city. 
The crossings which are most strongly ob- 
jected to are those on Pawtucket, George, 
Church and Roger streets and two cross- 
ings on Lawrence street. 


It Is needless to dilate on the benefit to 


the city of removing these dangerous cross- 
ings. They can be removed at a compar- 
atively small expense, and for this reason 
especially it is resolved to begin the move- 
ment for abolishing all dangerous crossings 
by gutting rid of these iirst. 
Many acci- 


dents have occurred upon these crossings 
some of which are not attended by flag- 
men. 


The Pawuoket street crossing is a se- 


rious obstruction to the development of that 
district. The street railroad could run its 
cars by tbat route to the power house were 
it not for this crossing or it could easily 
connect the Broadway lino with ihat on 
Middlesex street but for the obstruction 
offered by this crossing. 
It 
would be 


necessary to get the permission of the rail- 
road commissioners as well as of the 
county commissioners before running cars 
over the crossing. 


The names of the commissioners have 


not yet been made known but if appointed 
at 
all, the 
commission 
will probably 


consist of three out of town men, Of the 
expense 75 percent, will be paid by tbe 
railroad and the balance by the county and 
the city, the latter's portion not to exceed 
ten per cent.

Defence to Go On Next Monday—What the 


Government Had to Offer to Prove the 
15mbe//.lement Charge. 
At the opening of the afternoon session 


the direct examination of Overseer Smith 
was resumed. Witness testified to the 
stopping of the process of paying off, when 
Mr. Drumm was reached. At this time 
witness saw no envelopes on the bench. 
On cross-examination Mr. Smith said that 
the defendant was starting out to pay dif- 
ferently than ever before, and he paid par- 
ticular attention to what he was doing. 
Witness admitted that no one censured him 
for his conduct when the payments vyere 
being made. The evidence was not ad- 
mitted on the objection of Mr. Richardson, 
During the cross-examination Mr. Burke 
got the witness slightly rattled. 


Paymaster Sherman was recalled to the 


stand and testified in regard to some de- 
tails. 


Overseer Smith was recalled and said 


that ho was suspicious of Iltitchins from 
souicfthine lie had heard. 


John Marren, the watchman, said that 


he saw the defendant outside the yate on 
tho night before the supposed robbery. 
Hutchins was lot in by the witness and 
borrowed his lantern to go upstai.'S. 
He

was there last, he said he went out before

PitovrDENCE, Deo. 29.—In the United 


BlaLos circuit court yesterday afternoon 
the, two factions of the New England 
road came in close contact, u,nd in the 
deal whioh Collowort the Hart laofcioa 
were clevurly Btde-trackod. 


11 wus the desire) o£ the William T. 


Hart faction that the hearing for the ap- 
poiutiueiit of a receiver in Rhode Island 
should be heard before Judge Carpenter. 
To their surprise they found Judge Colt 
awaiting theiri, atfd in accordance with 
his right he coiifcttjihsumc jurisdiction in 
Khode Islatid. 
A"pj>ticiatiou was therefore 


made to Judge Colt-tor the appointment 
of ii receiver. 


Kauri faetioii came from Boston with 


the express purpose of forestalling the 
other arid obtaining action by the judpre. 
W. K. Ijorin^, representing the JiarL (ac- 
tion, adclvusHod tht court. J udf{0 Colt 
stated thai ho had received notice that 
(ho oUier piirly was to be repreaerited, aud 
he would therefore wait. 


J. M. liipley, local counsel for the New 


York und New Knglund, Haid that he did 
not propose to mix in the affair, but that 
he wished to see both sides have fair play, 
llo had not been informed officially of 
anything that he should do. 


The court, therefore, waited for Mr. 


Strout, representing T. C. Flail. 
Mr. 


Slrout failed t« pittiti nit appearance after 
the arrival of the Boston train, und a 
teleRram was received that he would reach, 
the city at 4 o'clock. 
The court, there- 


fore, look a recess until that hour. 


In Hart's Behalf. 


"When the court resumed Judge Colt or- 


dered Mr. Loriuu: to proceed. The latter 
stated he represented Hart, Kingsbury 
itiul l''itch, the chief trustees of the second 
mortgage bonds of the New Kngland 
road. They had expected thai a full hear- 
ing of the case would be held in Connecti- 
cut, a.s with the exceptions of 18 miles thrit 
are operated in New York, a few miles in 
Khode Island, and nob exceeding 50 miles 
in Massachusetts, the property of t,he 
company 
was located iu 
Connecticut, 


whoso entire length il traversed. lb was 
proper then, he claimed, thai a receiver 
should therefore be selected from bhab por- 
tion o£ country where the bulk of prop- 
erty iius. 


Judge '1'owusend of Albany, he said, 


hud bpen a.sked to appoint Hart as re- 
ceiver, who was trustee of the Burnell 
mortgage, the foreclosure of which made 
the Now England, aud who had been the 
president of the road. It wai then found 
that Judge Wallace had appointed Platt, 
mid that the matter had been continued 
lo Jan. 10, when the question of appoint- 
ing a final receiver should ho settled. The 
trustees of the second mortgages, he said, 
did nob know Mr. Platt. They ore in- 
formed he is not a railroad man. 
He said 


thai writs of attachment amounting to 
&1UU,000 were issued against the company 
in Connecticut, that •writs were out in 
Boston, and that attempts had been made 
lo see the bank account of the company 
in Boston. 


It was nccesssary that the altachmeuls 


should be prevented; to further poatpoiie 
the appointment of a receiver would be 
dangerous to interests o£ bondholders. 


The Otlier Sicle of It. 


Attorney Strout in answering said he 


had been taken wholly by surprise and 
felt that he could not go on at this mo- 
ment. There Iius been a period of general 
depression of business and the New Eng- 
land had been unable to meet demands. 
Ib had been crippled by legal proceedings, 
one of which was the petition now pend- 
ing iu this city, enjoining the guarantee- 
ing of the Providence and Springfield 
bonds, amounting to nearly $1,000,000. 


In answer to a question of Judge Colt, 


Mr. b'trout said the bill presented to and 
acted upon by Judge "SYallace was drawn 
lip iu good faith for and by Theodore If. 
Ward, a creditor for a very large amount. 
The bill was based upon the insolvency of 
the road and the peril which would fall 
upon the road if the contemplated attach- 
ments 
were 
made. 
Continuing, 
Mr. 


Strout spoke ot! the rivalry that had ex- 
isted between the New England and the 
Consolidated roads for five years. 
The 


conti'ollers of the Consolidated were very 
large holders o£ the second mortgage 
bonds of the New England. The New 
England must be guarded from the dan- 
ger which was menacing ib through the 
holding ot those boiuU. IJhat the road 
will not suffer further embarrassment, it 
is necessary to secure efficient operation of 
the properly and harmony in connection 
ot directors. With the road properly man- 
aged and protected the interests of all 
mortgage and 
stockholders 
would he 


guarded. 


Individually he could only present a 


general affidavit, which had not as yet 
been sworn to, but which would be in the 
near future. It only asks that Thomas 
C. Platt, as a disinterested person having 
sufficient knowledge of railroads, be ap- 
pointed receiver. 


He believed that things had 
been 


operated in the interests o£ Mr. Hart, 
aud that if Mr. Hart be appointed hu 
would, more or less, be under the influence 
of the second mortgage bondholders and 
upon their attitude towards the 'Sew 
Knglaud it was not necessary to coin- 
ment. 
Pliitt Contingent Wins. 


Judge Colt said that iu this matter he 


labored 
under 
ereat 
embarrassment. 


That it WHS necessary that some person 
be made n r-eeeiver was quite apparent; he 
did not see his way clear to appoint either 
of the gentlemen at present. When one 
court made a certain appointment and 
another court another, it was a matter 
of comity that the older appointment 
should have prior claim and recognition, 
and under that custom, and rule he should 
appoint as receiver Mr. Plull. However, 
he would hear the case further. 


The Hart faction were much disap- 


pointed at the result of the hearing and 
are still wondering how they were side- 
tracked.
